This action is a ( ulmlnation of a 10- 
years' struggle on the part of t^e rail- 
roads to put an end to tha buaUieia of 
ticket scalping. The Interstate com- 
inerce commission first called attention 
to the Bubject In Its report of 1888, and 
it has been before congress ever since 
in one form or another. During the 
last session exteasiv* bearlnss were 
flTta botb to the representatlret of 
the railroads and the scalpers, and Mr. 
Sherman of New York secured 174 
pledges for the measure. It was, how- 
ever, deemed inadvisable to bring the 
measure forward untU the present ses- 
Tb9 4«bate lasted fonr bou^s 
and was spirited upon both sides. None 
of the amendmonts ofTored were adopt- 
ed, and the bill passed as reported by 
the committee. 

Repr•sen^tlT• Hull, chairman of the 
bonso eoi&mlttss on nillltarf affairs. 
Introduced a bill Increasing the reg- 
ular army to approximately 100,000 
men. The bill was framed at the war 
department and has the approval of 
the secretary of war. It is not the 
bill formsd by General Mlles^ as this 
measure bas not the blgb rank pro- 
posed by the Miles bill, and some of 
the appointments are open to officers 
of the volunteers, or from civil life. It 
proTides for a lieutenant general and 
Wiint It considered a suineleat Increase 
of ttnjon and brigadfsr |flnsi:als to 
commavff an army oC 190,000 men, 
scattered from Porto Rico to Manilla. 

The artillery army la reorganized, 
separating them In coast and field ar- 
tillery, but pron^otioB to be by ssolor- 
Ity of tbe whole. A decrease of the 
enlisted men Is made so that the army 
can be Increased by recruits in case of 
war to fiill strength. The ravalry is 
increased two regiments* tbe Infantry 
ive. Tli» aallsted stMOfltb of an in- 
fantry compaby is not to exceed 146. 
so that in case of war new regiments 
would have to be formed, probably all 
of which would be volunteer, but the 
regular army would make a substan- 
tial Irst line. The bill provides tor the 
tbree battalioa formation. Tbe staff 
cprps are increased about 40 per cent, 
and wftb the exception of the adjutant 
general, inspector general and ord- 
nance are ppen to appointments from 
tbe volunteer or civil life. 

Tbe moat no^cvf e|iapi« Is la 
that of tbe uedtent departpient in 
which provision Is made for a hospital 
corps ot 3,000 privates, with the neo- 
sssary noncommissioned officers, with 
9^ larfB^y Increased number of surgeons 
4ild apslstuat surgeons. Officers and 
men senrlng In tbe sub-tropical coun- 
tries are to bare as increase of 25 per 
cent in pay. Under the Immediate 
control of the president. Inhabitants 
of the new countries may be enlisted 
te tbo orsasiaatioM tbere senrlng.

Washlnitoa, Dec. 8.— Attorney Oen- 
tral Orlfga submitted to congrsss bis 

annual report of tbe operations of his 

department. 

"The war revenue act," he says, "has 
been especially productive ot doubt- 
ful Question*, and many Instancaa ot

All but eight of the 60 
cases brought Iff the Florida district 
have been heard and decided, those 
still undecidwl being cases of c.iptnre 
during the latter stages ot the war.

In 10 cases appeals have been taken 
on the part ot tbe claimants to the 
United Staties supreme court from the 
decree of tbe dlitrlet coart, and. are 
now pending.

West Superior, Wis., Dec. S.— While 

fighting a fire In the dock of the Le- 
high Coal and Coke company a crew 
of men were caught by a bai cave-in, 
caused by the weakening of the pile 
foundation. 

Two miraculously escaped and tour 
were burled under thousands ot tons 
of burning coal. One, John Maillnow- 
sky, has been rescued alive, but Is In 
a precarious condition. The other 
three have probably perished. 

Tbelr Identity can not be learned, as 
they were new men. The fire is the 
worst which has been experienced here 
for years. The middle of the dock Is 
burning fiercely, and it Is being cat 
into sections to prevent the fire spread- 
ing. It looks aa though 300 feet of 
dock would be destroyed, together with 
20,000 tons Ot coal, the latter woeth 
160,000.

St. Louis, Dec. 8. — A local paper 
throws light on a mysterious shooting 
that occurred In St. Louis on June 14, 
1S97, and resulted tn the death of El- 
liott L. Duckworth at Kansaa City, 
Kan., on Nov. 18. 

According to the story, Duckworth 
came to St. Louis from Springfield, 
Mo., to meet Edward L. Dolling, an 
Indiana bank cashier, who in a letter 
had offered the former a remunerative 
position. 

Before meeting Dolling, Duckworth, 
who bad registered at the Planters' 
hotel, strolled out to Forest park, 
where he was later found on the same 

day badly wounded with a bullet hole 
In his head and a revolver lying be 
side him. In thr^ wounded mao'i- 
pocket was found a card bearing these 
words: "I am Edward L. Dolllngton 
of Terre Hants, iBd. la case d acci- 
dent, etc." 

Dolling, It uppears, was at that time 
wanted for embezzling $30,000 from a 
bank In a small town nsar Terre 
Haute, Ind. He disappeared about the 
time he wrote the letter to Duckworth. 
Dolling and Duc|tworth rescmliled each 
other. Tbe story goes on to say that 
Duckworth was decoyed to this city by 
Dolling and fatally shot, a card put In 
his pocket with tbe latter's name on It, 
and the wounded man passed off on the 
police and the public as the missing 
embeszler. 

Duckworth was taken home by his 
sister, Mrs. Bva 0. Hutchinson of 
Hutchinpnu, Kan., he having revealed 
his identity. 

Dolling, it Is said, Is still at large, 
and the police are searcbiag tor him 
for embetslement and murder.

Manilla, Dec. 8.— The native press 
continues to advocate Independence 
and a .reimbursement to tbe United 

States government of the amount tO 
be paid Spain for the Philippines. 

It insists that ilie Filipinos have 
aided the Americans solely because 
they believed they were fighting tor 
Independence. Tbe papers quote lib- 
erally from President McKlnley's last 
speech in Chicago to support Its con- 
tention that the Americans are pledged 
to give the Filipinos independence. 

Chief Agulnaldo and bis principal 
advisers fully recognise tbe Impor- 
tance of a stronK prr.tci tnrate In some 
form. One of the latter l as even ven- 
tured the assertion tliat if th" Fili- 
pinos were granted independence In 
accordance with the demand ot tbe 
leadera. tbe United States would be 
immediately asked to establish a pro- 
tectorate, as otherwise the Philippines 
must sooner or later become tbe prey 
ot a less liberal minded country. 

This statement is borne out by the 
attitude of tbe better class of Fili- 
pinos in the vicinity of Manilla. The 
numerous stories as to hostility f-lt 
and displayed on their part toward the 
Americans are without foundation. 
The United States authorities expect 
on tbe part of tbe natives a peaceful 
acceptance of tbe Inevitable. 

The United States transport New- 
port, bearina; (joneral Miller and .'staff, 
and tlu' First battalion. Twentieth 
Kansas regiment, with the Wyoming 
light battery, arrived here, closely fol> 
lowing the City of Puebla, which ar- 
rived with Lieutenant Colonel Chtlders, 
25 ofilcers and 600 men. Including fi e 
companies of the First Tennessee, 
troop A of the Nevada volunteer cav- 
alry, a detachment of recrulte tor 'he 
Twenty-third infantry and a detach- 
ment tor tbe California heavy artillery. 

To provide for the arcommodatici 
of these newcomers will necessitate 
the transfer ot a number of Unlti 1 
Statee troope ontelde the Umlte of tha 
city proper. 

Clareland Acitlnat Ki|mn«lan. 

Princeton, N. J., Doc. 8. — Former 
President Grover Cleveland was Inter* 
viewed on the new policy of the United 

States, and dictated the following: 
"Without g 'ing at all into details I 
wish to say that I am ardently opposed 
to every feature of this annexation 
and expansion policy. The public 
ought to know pretty well what my 
convtttlotts are from the Hawaiian 
question during my administration. I 
have not f 'tanged my mind, and rj- 
maln opposed to all this annexation, 
from Hawaii to the Philippines." 

Portar** Inraadratlan. 

Kingston, .Jamaica, Dec. 8. — United 
States Customs Commissioner Robert 
P. Porter arrived here from Cuba oa 
board the Admiral Sampson and s%Ued 
for home. He said the investigations 
Indicate the desirablHty of reciprocity 
between Cuba and the United States 
in spite of Louisiana sugar and Florida 
tobacco trade. The commissioner has 
framed a Cuban urlff, which will be 
promulgated on bis arrival home. It 
opena the Cuban mariet to all natloaa 
OB equal iarms. 

Thai MlM SmylaslM. 

Boston, Dee. 8. — From evidence ac- 
cumulated it appears that aot only 
one mine exploded, but several, as well 
aa three barr^ ot dynamite, maklaf 
in all 1,800 pounds of high explosive. 
Each of the mines eonUlned 860 
pounds ot gelatine ot 90 per cent, and 
the barrels contained each 125 pounds 
of dynamite, Yl'^tr cest helBg nitro- 
glycerin. 

Btai mar lo Uad Shape. 
Amherstburg, Ont., Dec 8.— Captain 
Powell aijid part ot tbe crew ot the 
steamer Vhyete Brown, ashore at FoM 
Pelee, were brought here by wreeklag 
tugs. The crew was compelled to 
abandon the ship on account of the 
storm.

"Secretary Altter haa aupplied what 
■ome Demoerata have not hoped to eee— 
an issue upon which tiie DerruKTacy can 
appeal with confidence to the national 
jadgment," aaya the New York Journal. 
"By askintf tor over f IW.OOO.OOO for the 
support of the regular army in time of 
peace he has raised two queetiona that 
touch the heart and the pocket of every 
American citizen who does not profit by 
legalized injofltioaandoppNiiion. Tbcaa 
qoaationaare: . 

*^ball the United States be more 
heavily taxed for military purposcfl than 
any other country on earth ? 

"Shall tbia nnbeard of bnrden of taxa- 
tion be carried almost cxcliHively by 
people of small means, while the wealth 
onr annamenta protect goaa free? 

"If we spend $106,300^ a year for the 
army, $150,000,000 for pensiona and $50,- 
000,000 for the navy, we shall be paying 
$3»j«,000,000 annually for military pur- 
poses. This is nearlv twice as much as 
any power in Europe pays for the same 
objtfcta. It la more than we paid in taxes 
for the entire support of the government 
as lately aw laft year. The amount Sec- 
retaiy Al^er aska for the army alone is 
more than Oermany paya for her army 
and navy combined. We have been ac- 
customed to commiserate the European 
peasant, crushed under the iiitolerable 
burden of standintt armies, and now we 
are asked, with no necessity whatever, to 
anbject onnalvM to a baidan twice aa 
great. 

"Bat the distribution of this burden of 
taxation is even worse than the load it 
aelf. Mr. Rockefeller, to take the most 
eodepieooni apedmen of a cImm, haa a 
fortune of over |300,000,0()0. His power 
to accomnlate, poMaai and increase this 
fortune, dependa upon the protection of 
the ftovernrncrit. 

"Mr, Koi kefeller's income is over $20,- 
00 ),000 a year. That is equal to the con> 
bined incomea of 40,000 families, each 
living on annual earnings of $500. Un- 
der the Republican system of national 
taxation, which is baaed not on resources, 
but on personal oonanmption, Mr. Rock- 
efeller's income, if divided amonjf 40,000 
families, would be taxed 40,000 times; 
concentrated in hie bands, it need be 
taxed only once. In other words, witli 
40,000 times the means of a workingman. 
Mr. Boekeliller ia not obliged to pay 
more than a workingmanV faxos. 

"In some respectd he pays less. He 
uses no beer or tobacco, and so escapes 
the taxation levied on those humble lux- 
nriea. He doea not play cards, and lo 
doea not pay for the revenue stamp un 
•vary pack. Ho doea not live in rented 
rooms, and so is not taxed for his lease 
and Ilia rental receipts, lie does not 
borrow money on mortgage, subject to a 
mortgage atamp tax. He bae hie family 

physician, and so does not buy taxed 
proprietary medicines. He drinks nb 
mora tea than a aewing girl starving on 
S4 a week, and if be used a quality as fine 
as that sipped by the Emperor of China 
ha would itill pay ooly the sewing girl's 
tax of 10 centa a poond. He nsee no 
n^ore taxed sugar than is consumed by a 
day laborer, and WMUft Uttla mora taxed 
clothing. 

"Practically all of Mr. Rockefeller's gi 
gantic income is absolutely exempt from 
national taxation, while every penon of 
moderate means is taxed to the earth 

"Is that riijlit ' The Democracy docH

Brown to Help F%ht 
tkeCNiUM.

The tobacco growers of the State have 
inaugurated a relentleeo war on the Con- 
tinental trust. They have decided that 
it is time to put a stop to u combine 
which fixes the prices of their product at 
such a figure that it is impoesible to meet 
their expenses. Although a bitter fight 
ia anticipated on the part of the combine, 
the growers aro determined and say there 
can be no fear as to tbe reaolt. 

Messr-'. .Tames Andrew Scott, William 
Steele and M. M. Neal, tbe committee 
appointed Monday at the meeting at 
Lexington to learn the best means of 
fighting tbe trust, arrived in this city 
Tuesday shortly before noon. Thev were 
a^'companied by Attorney General Taylor, 
whom they met at Frankfort and urged 
to assist in the movement. Upon arriv 
ing here the visitors went to the Federal 
Court to see District Attorney Hill and 
get his assistance in the fight. Mr. Hill, 
however, was not in the city, being in at- 
tendance upon court atOovington. 

The delegation then called on ex-Gov. 
John Young Brown, who waa retained as 
a legal adviaer. Mr. Scott and ex-Gov. 
Brown are thoroughly capable of taking 
care of the growers' interests. While the 
conference waa being held at ex-Glov. 
Brown's ofTice a delegation of warehouse- 
men railed atid requested the committee 
to attend a rueelin){of the wareliouaemen 
at Exchange Hall. Ex-Gov. Brown was 
also urged to call. All of the tobacco 
warehouses in the city had representa- 
tives at tbe meeting. Mr. Scott was tbe 
spokesman for tbe growers' committee. 
He explained that the men who raise the 
weed had grown tired of having the 
prices fixed by combines and did not in- 
tend to longer rest on their oars and allow 
themselves to be robbed. He argued 
that they had reached a point where 
they felt it absolutely necessary to pre- 
vent a further fall in prices. He said the 
tmsta and comijines, if allowed to coe- 
t nne, would bankrupt every tobacco 
grower la tbe State. The speaker urged 
the warehousemen, to stand by the 
growers. He showed how tbey were de- 
pendent upon each other and said the 
of one ?hould he the fijfht of all. 
Mr. J. S. Phelps, after conferring with 
the warobonsemen, said that it was the 

desire of all the Cincinnati dealers he had 
seen in regard to the matter and inti- 
mated if tbey were willing to stand by 
the growers the Liouisville dealers would 
also do so. He said a number of local 
dealers would accompany the growers' 
committee to Cincinnati. TlUa was sat- 
isfactory to tbe vleiton. 

The crowera' committee will hold an- 
other meeting at Governor Brown's office 
to consider tbe beet means of bringing 
about the dissolution of the trust. At 
the conclusion of the conference thecom- 
mittee will wait on the buyers and man- 
ufacturers and ask their co-operation in 
the fight. It is thought there will be no 
trouble in fatting awiatanoa ttom thii 
source. 

Mr. Scott said last night that suits 
would be brouxht in a few days in the 
Federal or State court, and probably' in 
both. He said tbero was not tbe slight- 
est di)ulit ill his uiiud as to the result. 

"We will knock the Continental sky 
high," he oontinned. "I am confident 
we can bring about its dissolution in both 
the Federal and State courts. Wcs will 
use the same line of argument that was 
used against the Joint Traffic Associa- 
tion, and which was knocked out. We 
will thow that the combination is illegal 
under the Sherman anti-trust law. It 
acts as a restraint upon trade ; hence its 
verv existence is a violation of law. We 
will either file nn injunction suit or a bill 
of dissolution if we decide to H;;ht the 
matter In tbe Federal Durts, and if we 
think it better to ti;.'lit it ont in the State 
court an injunction nuit will lie hronirht. 
The iState anii-trust law is, I believi-, 
stronger than the Slierman law. We 
might also he ahle to defeat them in the 
State court l>y c unnion law procedure."
